In a business way, A. A. Patterson, 
jr., president of the Milwaukee, Ben­ 
ton Harbor & Columbus railroad com­ 
pany, is the best man for the city who 
ever struck Benton Harbor. 


During the past year he has spent 
$100,000 here for real estate, not real 
estate that was saleable but real estate 
that was dead property, such as the 
Buss machine works for example, an 
idle factory and an eyesore to the city. 


Mr. Patterson has purchased of the 
First National bank alone property to 
the amount of $44,000, and property 
that would otherwise been difficult to 
find a purchaser for. 


Besides this the president of the 
road has shown himself interested in 
the welfare of the city. 
The Fontaine 
rtourini? mill is standing" idle and the 
machinery will be moved away unless 
a purchaser is found who has the capi­ 
tal to operate it.

W hen the Excelsior Gas company 
builds its line of pipe to St. Joseph 
next summer that city will enjoy just 
as strong a pressure of gas as does Ben­ 
ton Harbor. The farthest point from 
the gas works will be about three miles 
and the ordinary allowance for friction 
in the pipes would considerably reduce 
the gas pressure in St. Joseph below 
that enjoyed by Benton Harbor. This 
condition is relieved by the fact that 
gas is lighter than 8ir and that it as­ 
cends without any force behind it. 
As 
St. Joseph is on a higher elevation 
than Benton Harbor the pressure in 
that city three miles from the gas works 
will be as great or greater than the 
pressure on the pipes half a mile from 
the storage tank in this city. 


The plant has fallen into enterpris- 
ng hands and wonderful improvements 
will be made next year. John R. Lynn, 
the new superintendent, has always 
been in the gas business and there is 
nothing he does not understand. 


The company has the permission to 
cross under the St. Joseph river twenty 
feet below the low water line. This 
will be something of a task and will be 
expensive.

The Good of Prayer Will Be Treated 
SolelyProm a Standpoint of 
Science. 


Prof. J. G. Rodger of the Interna­ 
tional University chair of Christian 
Evidences, gave another of the series 
of his scientific lectures on religion at 
the Presbyterian church last night. 
Tonight he will speak on the “Scienti­ 
fic Basis of P rayer,” said to be his best 
address. 
Last evening his subject was 
“Revelation Outside of the Bible.” He 
said: 


If we w'ould satisfy the scientist w’c 
must start from a very material stand­ 
point in our consideration of even rev­ 
elation. 
Those of you who have vis­ 
ited the great mining districts will re­ 
call the fact that iron ore is collected 
together in veins separated quite dis­ 
tinctly from the surrounding rocks and 
metals. 
The silver ore is separated 
from its surroundings also and collect­ 
ed together into veins. The same is 
also true of the golden ore. 
Each kind 
of metal seems to say. “I wish to be 
alone, not mixed up with the rest of 
you. Give me this crack in the rock. 
You may claim that one.” The same 
may be said in a general way of the 
various kinds of rocks. The sandstone 
stratum is quite distinctly marked from 
the limestone and the conglomerate. 
It seems to say, I with my kind am here 
in this stratum, you keep yourself and 
your kind limestone in that stratum. 
You go to the great wooded districts of 
our country. You will see the pines and 
evergeens occupying one knoll, hardly 
a maple or hardwood of any kind to be 
seen. They seem to be saying to the 
hardwoods, ‘‘You keep off this knoll, it 
is ours.” 


Go to another ridge. 
You will find 
the hardwoods predominating. They 
seem almost to be saying, ‘‘You ever­ 
greens just stay away from this ridge. 
It is ours.” 


So throughout the whole vegetable 
kingdom there seems to be a localizing 
force at work giving to each {family of 
vegetable a place for itself. 


Is the localizing force only another 
manifestation of the aggregating force 
seen in dead matter?

inclined to “ have none of. ” Nevurthe- 
e;ss this humble beast, picking up a 
gctanty living on the bleak hillsides 
where its larger relativi\s would stiu’ve, 
produces wool of remarkable linene.ss, 
and when it is mentioned that tlio nat­ 
ural colorti vary from black and white 
to an endless variety of grays, browns, 
faw’ns and ehestnnts of many shades 
( locally called “ moorit” ) it w’ill bo seen 
that the Shetland people have ready to 
their hand raw' material of tho most 
suitable kind for their purpose. 


In connection with the iin<iness of tho 
w'ool tho method of taking it from tho 
sheep is w’orthy of note. It is not clip­ 
ped or shorn in the usual way, but at 
tho projior season is literally plucked 
ironi tho backs of tho animals, it being 
averred that shearing tends to deterio­ 
rato tho quality of every succeeding 
fle»)co, and of course to keep tho yield 
of w'ool as fino as possible is a groat de­ 
sideratum. Tho plucking referred to 
usually appears to strangers to be a 
cruel expedient, but in reality the sheep 
seem t<i suiter no moro from it than 
from ordinary shearing. — Chamber»’

Nay, 
more as if not satisfied with conquer­ 
ing space on this planet, the brightest 
are looking ground for more worlds 
with which to communicate. They ex-

ect yet to exchange ideas on the canal 
usiness at least with the rational in­ 
telligences on Mars. Is the gregarious 
instinct simply a lower manifestation 
of the tendency in man to communi­ 
cate? 


Glance for a moment at the men who 
have beep the most active in promot­ 
ing these improved means of communi­ 
cation. Have they been the dull lag­ 
gards in the great exchange of earth? 
Have they not rather been among,the 
brightest and most energetic of men? 


1 lay i& down, then as a fair scientific 
conclusion that in all stages of exist­ 
ence there is a manifestation of the 
tendency to flow,grow,and live together 
and that this tendency reaches its 
highest and fullest earthly expression 
in man. Man’s desire to communicate 
is one of his distinguishing character­ 
istics. Where we see in man the op­ 
posite tendency we unitedly say,‘‘Some­ 
thing is wrong.” Were there only two 
human beings on this earth, one in 
China and the other in Chicago, what 
would be the great longing of this man 
in Chicago? Would it be to have a 
clear title to all the valuable real es­ 
tate of that great city? 
Would even 
the sure possession of all the Americas 
be his greatest desire? Would that 
woman in Canton care for the combined 
crowns of the flowery empire and of all 
the Russias? Not a bit of it. Their 
greatest desire would be to meet each 
other, to grasp each the other’s hand, 
to look into each other’s eyes,to speak 
and to live with each other. The clear 
title to all this earth would be as noth­ 
ing in comparison with being able to 
communicate with each other. 


I lay it down then, as a scientific 
inciple, rational intelligences where- 
ever they exist, desire to communicate 
with other rational intelligences their 
best thought and to receive from 
others in return their best. Again the 
higher the intelligence the greater is 
this desire. 


Is there a Personal Loving God over 
all? I believe with all my mind for 
scientific reasons there is. My heart 
fully endorses my scientific conclusions, 
who like him then can desire to com­ 
municate? Does He then communicate? 
Who exists with whom He might de­ 
sire to communicate? Who can realize 
the desire of a parent to converse with 
his children, beloved? Only a parent 
in whose breast constantly burns the 
fire of love for the child. 


Humanity constitutes a part at least 
of God’s great family of children. If I 
desire to communicate my best thought 
and desire to my little six year old boy, 
then I have scientific reasons that God 
wishes to communicate with me and 
does accomplish his desire. 


Professor Rodger went out from this 
point to show that life and experiences 
are the great language through which 
God talks to his children.
